Indiantown Soldiers 
Tse Gettysburg F'or

'The hub southeast of Gettysburg 
which formed one of the strategic 
positions for which the Blue and the 
Gray struggled here 78 years ago 
again were the prizes in a mimic 
warfare conducted here Thursday 
and Thursday night by about 300 
U S Army soldiers who came here 
Thursday morning from the Indian­ 
town Gap Reservation.

Premier Admiral Jean Darlan told 
the French people today th a t Adolf 
Hitler had not asked France for her 
fleet In current negotiations and de­ 
clared firmly; "I will never hand it 
over.” 
Nor has Hitler asked for colonial 
concessions, said the vice premier. 
"The chancellor did not ask me 
to hand over our fleet to him." D ar­ 
lan asserted In a broadcast. "Every­ 
one knows—and the English better 
than anyone—that I will never hand 
it over. 
T he chancellor did not ask me 
for any colonial territory. 
He did 
not ask me to declare war on Eng­ 
land. 
"Why has he acted so? 
"Germany began the war alone 
and Judges herself able to end it 
alone against no m atter w hat coali­ 
tion. 
"On the result of negotiations in 
course," Darlan said, “directly de­ 
pends the future of France.” 
“It is necessary for her to choose 
between life and death. 
The m ar­ 
shal and government have chosen 
life.” 
He emphasised Jhat "In June, 
1940, the victor could have refused 
us an armistice, beaten us and wiped 
France off the map of the world 
but he did not do it.” 
Now, Darlan said, "In May, 1941, 
the victor has agreed to negotiate 
with the French government.” 
The vice premier said he liad gone 
to Berchtesgaden to confer with 
Adolf Hitler at the Fuehrer’s re­ 
quest. but said th a t France "freely 
chooses the road 
which she 
has 
taken.” 
"At no moment in the conversa­ 
tions (with 
Hitler) 
was there* a 
question of France abandoning in 
any way her sovereignty,” he said 
emphatically. 
D arlan told the French people 
their duty was “clearly traced": 
"Follow the m arshal (Petain), and 
aid him with all your force, as I am 
doing, in his work of national res­ 
toration. Like him, like me, in your 
thoughts be inspired only by the 
interests of France."
